The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 4, line 5, the term "first" has been deleted and the term —second- has been added. 

The following terms have been added after the body of claim 5 — 6. (New) A system for 
stripping a multi-layer fiber comprising at least an outer layer and an inner layer, the system 
comprising: 

A. at least one stripper comprising an output for directing a heated fluid onto the 
muhi-layer fiber; and 

B. a controller in operative communication with at least one stripper, and configured: 

1) to direct a first burst of heated fluid at an outer layer of the multi-layer 
fiber, wherein the first burst removes the outer layer; and 

2) to direct a second burst of heated fluid at an inner layer of the muki-layer 
fiber, wherein the second burst removes the inner layer. 

7. (New) The system of claim 6, wherein heated fluid is heated to a temperature in the range of 
about 700 degrees C to about 1 100 degrees C— .
